Nay. more; we fear that, leacliers of 
the deaf and dumb have ofteiitiine, 
untliiiikiiii^dy, suggested and nourish- 
ed the feeliiig in their i)ui)il'< that bc- 
caiise thi^yTorin an alTliciod class they 
are entitled to special consideration 
on every hand.

In April, 1882. our pastor, Mr. Pack- 
ard, introduced a new system of raising 
money with a sermon on necessity of 
giving. After service, printed cards, 
containing amounts of money from 
two cents to twenty-flvo cents, and 
for different purposes, were distribut- 
ed among the members, who wore re- 
quested to sign their names on tho 
cards, stating the amount they are 
perfectly willing to give weekly, until 
January 1st, 1883, the pastor being 
tho only person ifceiving the.se cards 
and knowing their amounts in con- 
fidence. Tuo result was that thirteen 
cards have been signed and presented, 
and the givers received small en- 
velopes from the Pastor, marked with 
all dates up to January 1st, 1883. A 
box is passed round each Sabbath to 
receive theso weekly offerings, and 
also mites from the strangers and non- 
members. This system has proved 
to be a good success, and brought in 
more funds than have ever been col 
looted in tho history of ont society. 
All givers have done their dutits 
faithfully as agreed. Before this new 
system was introduced, our custom 
WRS to ask any one present to put in 
what they could, and the result at tho 
end of these years was as follows :

" 1881 7 66 

The dift'erence in favor of the new 
system is apparent. This brought us 
$38. GO. This caused great rejoicing 
and encouragement, and it has been 
concluded to continue the system for 
another year with the hope of even 
greater success. The total amount 
is divided according to the per cent as 
staled in the cards. The money was 
applied to three objects, via : — To- 
ward onr carpet fund, $19.20 ; for 
the poor, $7.68, and for the Bible 
class and other objects. $11.52. 

Tho carpet and pulpit fund has now 
over $.'54. One hundred and twenty 
live dollars, or $150, are needed lo 
furnish our cha|)el. Any donations 
are welcome. 

The success of the society is due 
to the perseverance of the orginators 
and tho ready and willing co-opera- 
tion of the members with their Pastor. 
" United we stand, divided we fall." 

We regret that items have ap- 
peared in your iiaper, sent, no doubt, 
by outsiders, which give the readers 
false impressions about our society 
and other things. One item 



Tho llov. A. W. Mann makes the 
following report of Church work 
among the deaf-mutes in the central 
Western states, to the Missionary 
Committco of tho Diocese of Ohio : — 
The first service in tho Diocese was 
held in the fall of 187."), in (Jnice 
Church, Cleveland, then under the 
rectorship of the lamenled Dr. Wash- 
burn. Since then, services have been 
held there every sixth or seventii Sun- 
day, and as often as possible on week 
days. 

Soon afterward, calls came from 
other places. I have responded as 
often as my many engagements would 
allow. 1 liavo ofiicialed at Akron, 
Bellefontaine, Canton, Elyria, Ken- 
ton, Lima, Mansfield, Marion, Me- 
dina, Mount Vernon, Noiwalk, Ober- 
lin, Shelby, and Warren. Already 
appointments have been made for 
Steubonville and Youngstown. Oth- 
er points are in view, as Toledo, 
Sandusky, Huron, Bollevue, and 
several others. Attendance at the 
services has been on the whole most 
encouraging. It should be known 
that deaf-mutes are numerically small, 
and scattered widely apart. Many of 
them are obliged io come long dis- 
tances to enjoy the blessed privilege 
of divine worship and instruction in a 
f imiliar language. For instance, my 
congregaliou at Nor walk is made up 
mostly of persons living in New Lon- 
don and North Fairtield, distant lif- 
Icen and ten miles respectively. My 
last service at Kenton wae attended 
by mutes from Bellcfontaino and For- 
est. I could instance much further 
tins way, but it would not refer to 
the Diocese alone, but to the whole 
lield as well. Distance and expense 
do not .seem to count very much in 
preventing attendance. Auathor 
source of encouiagenieut is the frequent 
requests for services from many quar- 
ters. With so large a field to take 
care of, it is not possible to meet every 
request at once. Nor is it possible to 
ofliciatc with the proper frequency at 
each point. In due time, wo exppct 
to have more missionaries for this 
growing work, and the means of af- 
fording them surticientsupjiort. Still 
another source of encouragement is 
the results in baptisms and confirma- 
tions. Of the former, in the Diocese 
of Ohio, tliero have been 20 ; of the 
latter, 21. The number of comniuni- 
cants is 20. Ciyulidales arc awaiting 
confirmation. All over the field, in- 
cluding Ohio, the results are: Bap- 
tisms, ISO ; Confirmations, 109 ; com- 
municants, 141. 

Occasionally, at dilTerent places, 1 
interiu'ct tho administration of the 
Holy Communion to deaf-mutes. 
They communicate with olhcis. Rut 
tho time seems to be coming when 
it will bo expodiout for them to have 
their communications by themselves, 
as they do in New York and Phila- 
delphia, also in fiondon and other 
English cities. They seoin to prefer 
this arrangement. 

I have distributed a goodly number 
of Prayer Books and tracts, the former 
being supplied bv the Prayer Book 
Societies of New York and Phiiadel- 
phia. I used a pood liberaf supply of 
tracts, written in a language of easy 
comprehension. They do a vast deal 
of good, as they reach, not mutes only, 
but their hearing and speaking rela- 
tives and friends, some of whom Inive 
been thus led into the communion of 
the Church. 1 have helped mutes to 
find employment, and explained to 
some employers that deafness is no 
bar to proliciency and usefulness in 
mechanical pursuits. 

Besides conducting services, I have 
lectured occasionally on secular sub- 
jects before the deaf-mute societies of 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Detroit, Chica- 
go, St. Louis, and the pupils of tho 
Ohio and Indiana Institutions. Since 
nndertaking the work I have officiated, 
either alone, in strictly deaf-mute ser- 
vices, or with other clergymen, in 
" combined services," in fully 12C dif- 
ferent parishes, or IOC localities. It 
should he explained that in some lar^e 
localities services have been held in 
more than one parisli. Oncein a little 
while a new locality is visited. The 
first service is usually "comJ)ined," to 
afford Church people an opportunity 
of witnessing the methods, and learn- 
ing of tho extent and needs of this 
special work. 

In Ohio there are upwards of 2000 
deaf-mutes, divided juetty nearly 
equally between the two Dioceses, In 
the Central Western States there must

|port of the Columbia Institution, in 
speaking of the estimates for the next 
year, the attention of Congress is 
called to the condition of tlie front of 
the college grounds, facing on 
Boundary street. 

The construction of the sewer, now 
being carried by the college grounds, 
will be completed by two or three 
months, and it is urged that some- 
thing be done towards the erection of 
some substantial and iiernianent en 
closure. This is what is sorely need- 
ed, for nothing so detracts from the 
interior beji'ity of the grounds. These 
fences are an eyesore, and it is to be 
hoped that in the general improve- 
ment of Boundary street, which will 
follow the completion of the sower, 
souielhiug may be done to remedy the 
defect. A wall and railings in the 
same gtyle as that at the main en- 
trance to tho grounds, would not 
only bo a solid enclosure, but would 
add much to the present beauty of 
KendalUGieen. 

The report ti-eats on several other 
iuteresling subjects, such as Physical 
Training in the College, and the reso- 
lutions passed at the Convention of 
American Instructors, held in Jack- 
sonville, III., last August.

Deak Journal : — Last Saturday, I 
enjoyed the company of General Fitz 
Hugh Lee on board a train from 
Staunton to Charlottesville. To my 
great surprise and pleasure he could 
spell on his fingers as we do, and 
made himself an agreeable companion 
to me. General 11. E. Lee was his 
uncle. 

About five years ago, while 1 was 
in Columbia, S. C, I paid my state 
respects to Governor Hampton, now 
United State Senator, and he receiv 
ed me with unaffected kindness. 
Then he spell out, " I am glad to see 
you,'' which surprised me not a little, 
and I found a very plea.sant conver- 
sationalist in him. He said that he 
learned the manual alphabet from his 
deaf-mute nephew, Mr. Howell, now 
1 ! a graduate of the New 

1 !itution. 

WIjcii Dr. Gallaudet and I called on 
Governor Holiday, in Ilichmond, Va , 
he suqtrised us, by spelling out on his 
fingers " Glad to see you " I am at a 
loss to know how he got tho alphabet. 

I have had the pleasure of meeting 
several destinguished statesmen who 
could use our manual alphabet. The 
two-handed alphabet is, however, more 
common in this Slate, because Mr. 
Braidwood, who opened the first deaf- 
mute school on .\ soil, inlro 
diiced it into this < .inion. 

Last Saturday night, 1 set my foot 
in this little town, and was escorted to 
the rectory of St Johns' Church, where 
I held the full morning service with 
the rector yesterday forenoon, as if I 
were not a mute. The rect<jr and I 
officiated so clearly, that I made 
myself plainly understood by a 
large portion of the speaking con- 
gregation. 'I'he church was prettily 
decorated with evergreens. 

I have many relatives by the name 
of Turner in this country, though f 
never had the pleasure of 
with them, except one or two. My 
distant uncle, who served under 
Washington as an aiddecimp daring 
the whole Ilevolutionary War, s<:ttled 
down somewhere in this ancient 
country, anrl married Miss Lee, and 
Washington kissed the bride. His 
ndaiils have intermarrio<l with 
ers. Carters, Paynes, Marshalls, 
and numerous others. Now the Tur- 
ners, the Lees and their descendants 
I fill the whole country. This county 
was Chief Justice John MarshaH's 
home. In the court house here, they 
have a fine picture of the Chief Jus- 
tice. I have seen it, and found it true 
to life. They say that it u the best

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A short time ago, a boy about six- 
teen years old, (mIIc*! at my residence, 
and sent a piece of paper, on which 
was written the following words : 
" Please help a poor dumb boy, has 
no Home, God will help you, I hope." 
I went out to see liim, and asked him 
in signs if ho was dumb. lie looked 
considerably astonished and not a lit- 
tle frighlenerl, and made no reply. I 
next tried the al}>habet, and as he did 
not understand that, used signs again, 
l>ut got no reply. Being convinced 
that lie was an impostor, I bluntly 
UM him so by moans of speech, and 
ordered him to b«!gone. I'hat is not 
the first ciso of imposition that I have 
met with. .Several years ago, another 
boy came to mo jtretonding to be deaf, 
but he could neither use signs, the 
aljihabet nor read from the lips, bo of 
course I refus<;d to helj) him. I nffcer- 
'"''''•l.'|f''!war<ls heard that he had gone to a 
house over half a mile from my homo 
begging, ar.d the chances are that ho 
begged at every house for miles. 

Such cases do not deserve assistance, 
as it only encourages them to beg. 
They see that people pity them be- 
cause they believe they are unfortun- 
ate, and so keep on imposing upon 
[the public. A short time ago, I saw 
I in one of the New York papers that a 
I woman who has lost tho use of her 
. limbs, h^d made or rather begged a 
fortune of #40,000. She was foreign- 
er, and came to America with tho in- 
t<;ntion of begging. .Most New Yor- 
kers have heard of fJretano, who 
keej»s a book store on Broadway at 
I hope^one Umon Square. He is very unfortun- 
ate. He is ft foreigner — a Frenchman, 
I believe. His hands are so twisted

TIlK.fJRKATHTATUEOF LIBERTY. 



A largo and entliusiastic meeting ! 
was recently held in New York to j 
promote the subscription for tliCj 
pedestal of Bartholdi's " Liberty En- 
lightening the world," to be present- 
ed to the United Slates by the 
French nation and erected on Bed- 
loe's Island, New York Harbor. 

Touching the magnitude of tiie 
proposed monument, Mr. Evarts 
said : 

** T!io simple statue will be from 
the plinth to the top of the torch, 
one hundred and forty-five feet in 
height. From the water level up to 
the highest point in the span of the 
Brooklyn Bridge is but one hundred 
and thirty-five feet — ton feet less 
thill ily colossal statue. 'J'he 

diiir ')f tho plinth, the spmie 

occupied by tho feel and drapery of 
the figure, is forty feet square — as 
largo as a house. It is fitting that so 
noble a monument of skill and in- 
dustry, so generous a contribution, 
should be framed as a munificent gift 
from the French ' people, as one of 
tho evidences that the ^rcat inter- 
national relations of value and im- 
portance between great countries are 
no longer maintained by courts and 
cabinets, but spring out of the inter- 
mingling pulses of tlie'peoplc. 

"The great Colossus of Rhodes, 
known in its time as tho seventh 
wonder of the world, was erected to 
show the gratitude of the Rhodians 
to the Egyptian king, who was their 
ally ill war when their liberties were 
threatened by the King of Macodon. 
They were a small people, inhabiting 
an island of about four hundred and 
fifty S(|Uare mile.", but that great 
work of theirs was erected at a cost 
of three hundred talents, of the value 
then of between #400,000 and HiriOO- 
000. It was about 105 feet hi;^li. 
This statue of Liberty Enlightening 
tho World will Ije 145 feet high, up- 
reared upon a j>odestal of equal 
height, and will be, not the seventh 
wonder of the world, for the wonders 
of the world are never ceasing in 
niimb(!r, hut will he the wonder of 
the world as much greater than the 
Colossus of Rhodes as the world now, 
of which it will bo the wonder, is 
greater than the world of the Mediter- 
ranean Sea in classic times. Tho 
largest modern statue is tho ono near 
Lake .Maggiorc, in Italy, erected to 
the great (.'hristian saint, (.'harles 
Morromeo wliicli, upon a |»cdestal 
forty f(«eV in height, is in itself sixty- 
six feet liigh. Nothing in the 
history of the world has approached 
the greatness of this statue of Liberty. 

Our genius did not conceive so great 
a statno ; our art and our munificence 
have not contributed to its produc- 
tion. This great free gift we iire 
simply called upon to receive, to 
place ii|)on a prepetual site under the 
prepctiial care provided by the 
(lovcrnmentof tho United States, on a 
pedestal that comports in dignity and 
solidity with the statue it is to bear 
lip, and which shall comport with the 
wealth and the number of these great 
cities, and this great country, and 
show our appreciation of tho debt wo 
can repay to France, and which she 
simply adds to by this magnificent 
gift, 'i'lie number of those who will 
come hither to sec the light of this 
commcmarativo statue, no man can 
count, and they shall not cease coming 
until libcrtv itself shall have ceased to 
enlighten the world, nor until tliishomo 
of the free shall cejise to attract the 
footsteiM) of the multitudes that seek 
this shrine and this safety for their 
love and exercise of liberty.

For chapped lips, mix two (eii- 
spoonsful of eliirilied honey with a 
few drops of hiven<ler water, or any 
other perfume, and anoint the 
fief|uently. 

'I'o removi! warts, gel ii little 
look giiU and keep it in a boUle, 
a little on the warts two or three 
times a day. and in a short time they 
will disappear.
